Report of School Board. 


Drvision No. 1. Spring term, Mrs. Jennie L. Olmstead, teacher. 
Mrs. Olmstead is one of our teachers from whom good work in the 
school room is always expected, and at this term she realized our 
anticipations. The school was creditable to both teacher and pupils. 
Fall term Miss Maud D. Mitchell took charge of the school, and 
labored diligently for the improvement of the scholars with good 
results. 

Drvision No. 2. Cora F. Sabine, teacher of both terms. She is 
an experience1 and well known teacher. The school year in this 
division has been quite a successful one. We dropped into this school 
quite unexpectedly to teacher and pupils one day last summer, and 
passed a very pleasant hour listening to some first-class recitations. 
The parents in this district have reason to feel proud of having their 
scholars in such a comfortable rooin, and under such a competent 
teacher as Miss Cora F. Sabine. 

Division No. 3. Thesummer,term was taught by Miss Pearl 
Griffith. Miss Griffith was very prompt and faithful in the discharge 
of her duties. Quiet and good order prevailed during the term, and 
the examination was very creditable to teacher and pupils. Fall 
term was under the instruction of Miss Elvia Cutler, who spared. no 
pains to make it pleasant and profitable. She secured the love and 
good will of the pupils. Harmony prevailed, and the examination 
was a success in spite of the rain. 
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‘District No. 4. In this district both summer and fall terms 
were taught by Miss Hester S. Porter. Miss Porter has just the 
ability of a first-class teacher, and the best of success was the result 
in both terms. 

District No. 5. The summer term was taught by Miss Addie 
©. Currier. Miss Currier has taught too many terms to need com- 
ment. The fall term was taught by Miss Gratia E. Webster. Miss 
Webster is young, but was interested in the work, and the examina- 
tion showed that good work had been done. 

Division No. 6. Both terms were under the instruction of Miss 
Gertrude I. Nichols. This was her first experience as a teacher, and we 
think she tried hard to benefit the pupils. Her examinations were 
both very interesting, and we may expect some day to see her doing 
good work in larger schools. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Another year has rolled away with about the usual results. The 
schools during the past year have, as a rule, been peaceful and pros? 
perous. Good work has been done by faithful and efficient teachers. 
Sickness impaired somewhat the usefulness of the summer term at 
the Street, which is to be regretted, as the school was in very compe- 
tent hands. 

There were six schools. Four of the teachers were veterans in 
the art of teaching. All, as far as my observation extended, per- 
formed their duties faithfully and well. Teachers who understand 
their mission have great opportunities for the exercise of a good in- 
fluence upon society. 

The profanity to be heard around some of our school houses is 
shocking to Christian ears. Pagans, who know not God, will not 
have so much to answer for through insulting His holy name, as 
many so-called Christians.. Teachers may not be able to check it 
entirely, but it is praiseworthy in them to throw their influence 
against it as much as possible. We hopea truant officer will never 
be needed in this town. 

Every parent should manage to know whether his boy is in 
school, and if not, why not. There is no better place for a boy than 
school, even though you may think he is not improving as he ought. 
He cannot remain in school without improvement; while outside he 
will, unless kept at work, manage to become more or less of a 
nuisance. 

_ We have had a winter school at East Lempster, taught by Mr. 
Js Lukes Woodworth of Boston. “He is a fine scholar and came well 
recommended. We feel that the school has been a success and a 


source of much improvement to the larger pupils, for which we 
earnestly thank the Lord and the noble, generous hearted men and 
women, the true friends of education in the town, without whose aid 
we could have done nothing. Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes once said: 
“That the world might be divided ints two classes: Those who go 
ahead and do something, and those who grumble that it was not done 
some other way;”’ but ‘‘kites rise against, not with the wind.’ And 
we are thankful to our friends, and happy to say ‘‘All’s well that 
ends well.”’ 

Few text books have been bought, with the exception of 
readers. We hope one day to see the school houses in perfect repair, 
especially the seats and desks in the honse at East Lempster. In the 
new schoolroom in No. 2 a new slate blackboard would correspond- 
ing well with the remainder of the room. 

We cannot close without extending our hearty thanks to parents 
for their co-operation and sympathy during the year. May it never 
grow less.
